Attorney Admits Novel CIA Agent

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PLOTKIN SAID NOVELL CIA WORK 
had “little or nothing to do with the Bay 

When Novel left here in 
mid-March, he went first to 
McLean T Va., to thke a tie 
detector test. McLean is the 
headquarters of the CIA. 

Plotkin said Novel h*r 
tapes, photographs and other 
data which wilt be released 
shortly and will “prove be- 
yond any shadow of a doubt 
that Mr. Garrison *s investiga- 
tion is a fraud and a hoax/' 

HE SAID NOVEL has 
turned the information over 
to a national news medium 
and that tape recordings and 
other matters in PJotkin’s 
possession will be released in 
case Novel dies. 

In the handwritten letter 
draft found in a hiding place 
at Novel's former French 
Quarter apartment, the fugi- 
tive witness tells “Mr. 

Weiss”: 

“Our attorneys 
are to peas esstoa of 
ptete sealed files 
all information concerning 
this matter. In the event of 
oar sadden deportee, either 
accidental or otherwise, they 
are instructed to sbnojtane- 
onsly release same for pub- 
lie scrutiny to different 
areas . , “ 

At the same time, the let- 
ter speaks of taking “appro- 
priate counteraction relative 
to . Garrison’s inquisition con* 
corning* us . 

It suggests that the busi- 
o£ handling Garrison 
best be carried on 

^through military channels [{-matters which may be cEassL 


of Pigs invasion and certainly had absolute- 
ly nothing to do with the assassination of 
President Kennedy/' 

The attorney said Novel worked as what 
he termed “chief of security” for Garrison 
before “his forced departure from New Or- 
leans/* 

But the lawyer declared his client actual- 
ly was serving as a double agent in the em- 
ploy of a “national news media.”

Speaking of the letter draft 
today, Pbtkin said the “let- 
ter was Intended to the ad- 
dressee of th letter/* 

“As to the contents of the 
letter or whether the letter 
was actually sent, 1 don’t 
know,** he added. 

“NEVERTHELESS,” Plot- 
kin admitted, “the only com- 
ment is that everything in the 
latter as far as Novel is con- 
cerned is actolly the truth/* 

Plotkin said the purpose of 
the letter was to inform “the 
person to whom the letter 
was addressed ... of activi- 
ties going on in Louisiana/* 

Garrison has charged that 
Plotkin and other lawyers 
representing figures in the 
Kennedy Inquiry are being 
paid by the CIA. Plotkin has 
denied the allegation. 

THE LETTER draft, which 
a handwriting expert says 
was written toy Novel, is a 
strange concoction of dipped 
phrases, cloak and dagger 
terminology and veiled refer- 
ences to “top secret* 1 activi- 
ties. 

It begins: 

“TUa letter Is to inform you 
that District {Attorney) Jim 
Garrison baa mbpe&aed my- 
seif and an associate to testi- 
fy before his Grand Jury on

The recent book, “The In- 
visible Government, 1 * which 
carries details of CIA opera- 
tions, identifies Double-Chek 
of Miami as a CIA front. 

On page 79, the book de- 
clares that DouWe-Chek was 
the company through which 
ptiots and other persons con* 
aected with anti-Castro Cuban 
operations were recruited. 

“We have no current con- 
tact available to inform of this 
situation,*' the Novel letter 
draft continues. “So I took 
the liberty of writing you di- 
rect and appraising you of 
current situation , . . expect- 
ing you to forward this 
through appropriate chan- 
nels.” 

Although Ihe draft is un- 
dated, the sequence of events 
it relates places its writing 
sometime in late January or 
early February. 

ft tolls of “avoiding” one 
Garrison subpena but says 
that attorneys have warned 
other subpenas are to follow.
